iuforaearion from General Shafu-r, that the Spaniards at Santiago are prepar- 
ing to surrender, but are -waiting to make the best terms possible. It is stated 
thatLenares' men have uo stomach for further battle and that Pando's rein- 
forcements ar« not in condition to pin nt> a good fight. The artillery is ex- 
pected tomorrow, after which, if the Spaniards have not surrendered'the bow- 
bardinent will begin from both the sea and land. 


Washington, July 7.—It is stated here this morning in official circles that 


no move will be made against Havana or Porto Kieo. by the land forces until 
fall. 
The navy will prosecute the war during the rainy ^season. 
The victo- 


ries of the navy is miraculously free in the loss of life, and the president 
ihiuks it unwise to send the army into the climate of Cuba .without complete 
equipment and supplies. 
The lesson at the battle of Santiago was a bad one. 


-The proclamation of the president was received everywhere with high ap- 
proval and will impress the civilized world in the direction or peace.
